With referfence to all indicated abductions, habeas corpus writs were presented before the 
courts and have received similar answers from the authorities: they are not registered as 
detainees.

Despite those pleadings, ph* 
public procedure followed its course. Due te its seriousness, the Buenos Aires Herald pub- 
lished this account t. r next day, and then other newspapers felt encouraged to trsMserlb* 
the news item. 

A few days later, on September 22, Dr. 2iancki was freed on a city street. Being a highly 
prestigious fl.D. and nearly £0 years of age. Dr. Bianchi was able to explain the nat. He 
affirmed that he was blindfolded and handcuffed in an undetermined place within the city 
limits, but that it was evidently a military unit for the movements, shouts of command, uni- 
forms, etc.. For the first two days he was deprived of ell medication, implying a real tor- 
ture* He was eaply interrogated by intelligence officers concerning his university activities 
since 1956, his ideas and specially his work as secretary of the Facultad de Kedidna during 
the period 1973-74, On the fourth day, two doctors gave him the required aedical attention.

Ttough aany joined on the way, the najoilty left froa Son Capstans Church, la 
Buenos Aires, thus walking all the way. 

Peregrinations on foot to Lujjn are not now. But in the last few years they have aoqulred 
great signifioanos. Traditionally, there are two, the second one alaoet exclusively of yiwaf 
stem. Thia fact la draaing the attention of obeervere. it undoubtedly shows a rsnss al of 
Christian faith and a notorious spirit of prayer and we trifle*. It also Indies tea that young 
people - politically frustrated, having no other channel of expression vhrtgpvsr aad Ionian 
ted by repression - search for a constructive and idealistic trench for MV generous wepiru 
tions.

Several newspapers - specially "Clarfn" (lc/15/78 and VB/ZIfW) — 
have published the text of the three Anted Forces' political proposals and of a new oas as- 
cribed to the Buenos Aires Provincial Government, with the participation of its state prose 
cuter. Dr. Alberto Bodriguez Varela, a national Justice Minister candidate. 

The three proposals of tbs Armed Forces are characterized by their rhetorical sad general 
verbosity, with neither concretions nor realistic and relevant initiatives. All of than 
coincide in a gradual process, with a alow transference of power from the military to civi- 
lians, but withholding the former s rigid control,. Bo deadlines are set out. The establish, 
sent of a kind of military or cirio-ailitary party ia proposed - called the H.0.1* (HfTTlnl am 
to de Opinion ■acionaL)-that would inherit the present regime. 

These proposals need to be scrutinized and transformed into a sole plan that will be mado 
known to the public. 

Though a future democratic system end the rule of lew is referred to - specially in the Army 
end Navy proposals - no inmediate end concrete measures are mentioned ia order to pursue 
these goals and less to guarantee the enforcement of hiaten rights, as suggested by the Perma- 
nent Assembly for Human Rights in its consuniquf to President Vidsla of September 7, 1978. 

Of the three proposals, that sf the Air Force is the most outstanding, for it denies the re- 
publican »"d democratic principles on which the 189? National Constitution is based upon, up- 
held - st least as long-term objectives - by the other forces. The Air Force sustains that 
the Armed Forces’ political proposal should be consulted with no one — since by doing an they 
would be admitting the "rap-esentstivitf* of those consulted - nor be submitted to s plebis- 
cite. This would signify - continues the document - the recognition that sovereignty originates 
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from the people, qualified as a 'political nyth". It also euggests the dissolution of the 
actual political parties plus the prohibition of the diffusion and teaching of osrtsla ideo- 
logies. 
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Hone of the propositions are feasihle nor are they capable of acquiring popular none ■man Ifcat 
of the Air force ia particularly atopic and seudo-doetrluaxy. The inflame of Msomnlro aad 
fascist ideologies an noticed throughout the docunant, as that of Jordan Braao Cents.
